In Jenuery, ISeg. twenty-one 
year old Steven Spielberg wee hired lo 
direct the "Eyee" augment of the NlgM 
Sillary pilot film (which tlret aired 
November e. 1869). At about 24 mlnutaa 
In length, It wee virtually the exact rurv 
ning time of hie return to N nearly elx- 
teen yeara later. 

Spielberg went on to direct one other 
NlgM Sallery eegment. "Make Me 
Laugh," which wee aired January 6,

out well In advance. I worked vary 
cloialy with the art diraotor and 
clnematographar ao that the aeti were 
dealgnad and lit In auch a way that I 
could movagulokly. 

"Thera ware aome llmllatlona regar- 
ding the actora met I had, though. For 
example, I had Bonny Bono for two 
working daya, but ha'a a chareetar that 
figuraa rather prominently In the pic- 
ture, ao I had to figure out how to ehool 
all of hla aoenaa In two daya. I waa 
given a break with Mlchaal Morlany 
end Shelly Hack. I had them for art an- 
tlra two week period and I had June 
Lockhart lor two weeka. I had Bred Hall 
and Julia Loulae Drayluaa for four 
working daya, but their achedula waa 
fine Oacauae they would work two daya 
at the beginning of the achedula, play 
In Rome for a bit and then work two 
daya at the and of the achedula. It 
worked out really wen." 

Buechler aaya that any potential 
problema ware aolvad with a little 
preplanning and e wonderful crew In 
Rome. Evan though John Old not apeak 
Italian, that didn't actually poae the 
problem! that one might expect.
